Parking survey shows 
shift in lot usage

“No drastic changes from 
1982,” is how Steve Jahr.* 
assistant to the director, or* 
Safety and Security, describes 
the results of a recent survey of 
UTM-parking areas. 

The last complete Burvey of 
this type was conducted two 
years ago. which follows the 
standard pattern for these 
investigations. 

Although there were no 
major shifts, Jahr did say that 
there has been a displacement 
of “non-commutcrs”-i.e.. dorm 
residents-into the unrestrict¬ 
ed parkipg area behind the 
University Center. As a result, 
commuters are finding fewer 
parkin/places in this area. 

“We surveyed every parking 
area, including the streets 
adjacent to the campus, for 72 
consecutive hours,” Jahr said. 
The survey took place on 
Monday through Wednesday. 
Nov. 5-7, a time of “normal 
utilisation," according to Jahr. 

Most lots reached the peak of 


their usage around 10 to II a.m., 
the survey showed. Usage of 
staff and commuter lots was up 
4 percent from 1982, while non¬ 
commuters dropped 2 percent. 

This drop, Jahr feels, was 
due to the shift to unrestricted 
parking areas by dorm 
residents, which raised those 
lots' percen tage of use up 2 per¬ 
cent from 1982. 

“We have more space in 
Ellington and G-H lots this 
year," Jahr said. “In fact, in 
1982 Ellington was very clc^e 
to full most of the time” 

Jahr sees the major parking 
problem area as the east side of 
campus, encompassing the 
Clement-Atrium lota. 

“There’s a lot of space 
available to park," he 
explained, "but we do agree it's 
not as convenient as we might 
like. Most of it is outlying 
areas, which are still within 
easy walking distance of the 
dorms and campus. The 
exception to this would be the 
Clement-Atrium area, which 


is pretty crowded most of the 
time.” 

Jahr said there were no 
current plans to build more 
lots or increase the size of 
existing ones. 

"We're constantly looking to 
improve the parking situa¬ 
tion,” Jahr said. "But all the 
revenue to maintain the 
existing lots and to build new 
ones has to come from parking 
violations and car registration. 
There’s no state money* 
available for this kind of thing. 
Maintenance is expensive, and 
there has been no increase in 
revenue frgm last year." 

Jahr explained that this 
revenue is not used for salaries 
or operating expenses for his 
office, but is instead turned 
over to the Campus Mainten¬ 
ance office for designation of 
use. 

The report, once it is 
finalized and graphed, will be 
published and put on reserve 
in the library for anyone to 
inspect, Jahr said. 


asked that the Children's 
Home be considered as the 
recipient of the proceeds from 
Gamma Sigma Sigma's All- 
Sing this spring. Blythe 
explained. 

Pam Hyatt, president of 
Gamma Sigma Sigma, said the 
sorority plans to sell candy 
over the Christmas break and 
to have a road block in order to 
raise money for the home. 

“We made $800 in a road 
block in Dresden, and we hope 
to make more this time.” Hyatt 
said. 

“Our goal is $1,900. We'll 
have two road blocks if we have 
to," she added. 

Blythe said that in addition 
to the Greenfield Children's 
Home. Easter Seals serves 62 
retarded adults. 

She explained that retarded 
adults are classified as level 1. 
2. 3 or 4 according to the 
severity of their handicap. 

“Level 1 individuals arc 
severely retarded and must be 
institutionalized." Blythe said. 

“We have eight level 2 males 
living in a group homo Martin. 
They have some self-help 


skills, but two people must be 
on duty at all times." she 
added 

There are also 8 males in 
Union City in a level 3 home. 
These men need less help and 
supervision than level 2 males 
and only one person staffs 
these homes. Blythe said. 

In addition to these homes, 
three level 4 males live in an 
apartment in Union City. 

“The apartments! group 
members are considered semi- 
independent and they can 
perform most ordinary tasks, 
but a trainer comes in for a few 
hours each day to help them 
with shopping or any 
problems." Blythe explained. 

The adult group homes do 
receive some federal funds in a 
Title 20 Grant through Human 
Services, according to Blythe. 

"They also receive money 
from the Tennessee Depart¬ 
ment of Health and local 
contributions.” she said. 

Blythe added that the UTM 
campus and students have 
always supported the efforts of 
Easter Seals through 
donations and volunteer work. 

“We are very grateful for all 
the past support and hope that 
it can be continued, especially 
for the Children's Home," she 
concluded. 


Social Security or •Supple¬ 
mental Security benefits, and 
some receive both.

“This leaves the children 
only $40 a month for clothes, 
doctor bills, dental expenses

Safety and Security officer 
is charged with thefts

Osvaldo Font, 21. of Martin 
begins trial on Friday, Dec. 7 
in General Sessions Court in 
Dresden on charges of grand 
larceny, following the OcL 28 
theft of $916 from the UTM 
Housing Office and the theft of 
$72 from the office of Campus 
Recreation on Nov. 5. 

Font, listed in the student 
directory as a freshman 
Physical Education major, is a 
former part-time officer for 
Safety and Security. 

He has admitted taking the 
money and made full 
repayment, according to 
acting Director of University 
Relations Brad Hurley. 

“He has made full restitution 
Iq both offices," Hurley said. 
“He has also been relieved of 
his duties at Safety and 
Security, and suspended as a 
student by Student Affairs." 

Font was arrested pn Nov. 8 
at the offices of Safety and 


Security by Lt. Darrell 
Simmons, who had been put in 
charge of the Housing 
investigation. 

"When we received the call 
about the housing money being 
missing. Lt. Simmons 
interviewed everyone with 
access to the area where the 
money was kept," stated Ted 
Council, director of Safety and 
Security. “We ended up with a 
list of some 18-20 people who 
had legitimate reasons for 
being in that area. 

“We contacted the attorney 
general to have the Tennessee 
Bureau of Investigation come 
in and conduct polygraph tests 
on these individuals," Council 
said. “We had already agreed 
to start with our own officers." 

Due to the case being solved 
sooner than expected, the TBI 
was not called in. 

A week later. Officer Font 
reported an open lock-drawer

in the Campus Rec office. 
Council stated. 

‘There were discrepencies 
in 'his report that led us to 
suspect Font." Council said. 
“The money reported missing 
from both places was:: 
primarily in $10 bills." 

The break in the case came 
when Lt Simmons learned 
that Font had purchased some 
$300 worth of new clothing 
from a store in Union City. 

“The purchase was made 
with $10 bills," Council said, 
“and the merchant remember¬ 
ed the sale. We questioned 
Font about this, and he 
admitted taking the money. 
Wc arrested him here (at the 
Safety and Security office) 
immediately afterwards." 

Font had been employed as a 
part-time officer since 1983. 
He has no previous criminal 
record. 

"I was totally surprised 
about this,” Council said. “Font 
had always done a good job, 
and given us no previous 
reason not to trust him totally.” 

He has been out on bond 
since Nov. 8 awaiting trial.

Three original modern dance 
compositions by the international¬ 
ly renowned Lewitzky Dance 
Company will highlight their 
Friday. Dec. 7. performance cn 
the UTM campus. 

Lead by the technical expertise 
of Bella Lewitzky. principal 
choreographer and artistic 
director of the company, thO? 
dancers of the Lewitzky Company 
will bring their unique style to the 
stage of the Harriet Fulton 
Performing Arts Theatre at 8 p.m. 

Th-« telephone interview with 
Mary Ann Sabo of the UTM Office 
of University Relations. Lewitzky 
explained that "The advent of 
modern dance cast away the 
structured form of ballet with its 
five positions and replaced it with 
a different approach where 
movements were invented that 
were able to express what each 
'dancer or choreographer wanted 
to say. While the three 
compoeitions that the Company 
will present concern themselves 
with different things, they are 
nonetheless expressive of modern 
dance." 

" ‘Changes and Choices.' for 
example, is an extremely physical 
piece that is a study in force, dead 
weight and reflexes. I ,co- 
choreographed this with the 
Company after I became 
interested in the role of the 
computer as a new instrument in 
•ociety." the choreographer said. 

“I was curious as to how the 
computer might effect dance, and 
although there is now not enough 
information, I may someday 
reapproach the problem of 
computer generated choreo¬ 


graphy." 

The Lewitzky Company will 
also present 'Suite Satie.' a 
choreographic work which is set to 
piano pieces by Eric Satie, a 
composer who is associated with 
the surreal musicians in France. 
The six piano pieces will introduce 
a new member of the tympany 
wjth each of its dances, which 
require lyrical and stretchy 
movement from the performers, 
according to Lewitzky. 

“We will also present ‘Pas de 
Bach,' a tongue-in cheek 
statement about the world of 
ballet and its specific manner¬ 
isms. It is choreographed to a 
harpsichord and flute concerto 
and is a gentle spoof on the 
Baroque period." Lewitzky said. 

Lewitzky. one of whose most 
recent credits includes co¬ 
directing the Olympic Arts 
Festival in Los Angelos, one of the 
largest arts festivals in the world, 
is arf educator, lecturer and 
dancer rn addition to her 
choreographic work. She and her 
troupe have been acknowledged as 
one of the nation's leading dance 
ensembles as they continue to 
pioneer the world of modern 
dance.

Draft compliance Questionnaire causes, 
confusion among students, faculty

Students pre-registering for 
winter quarter 1985 were 
required for the first time by 
federal law to complete a 
statement as to whether or not 
they were registered for the draft 
a change which has caused a great 
deal of confusion in some circles. 

Effective May 23. 1984. the 
Tennessee General Assembly 
enacted Public Chapter No. 759as 
follows. “(Section 1) No person 
who is required to register for the 


to hold 


of Psychology. Philosophy, and 
Religious Studies, will teach 
Psychology 3670. "Psychology of 
Alcoholism and Drug Addiction," 
in London from July 4 to Aug. 8. 
1985. Dr. Harry M. Hutson. 
Professor of History, will teach 
History 4727. “Studies in English 
History." in the same term. Both 
courses can be taken for 
undergraduate or graduate 
credit Dr. Hutson will also offer 
one undergraduate three-hour 
course selected from the Western 
Civilization sequence (History 
1210-1220-1230). 

UTM was accepted for 
membership in the Cooperativc 
Center for Study in Britain on 
August 20.1984. and immedialel.' 
became eligible to offer courses in 
London. "This is a splendid 
opportunity for UTM.” said Dr 
Hutson. "Membership in thi- 
consortium permits us to semi 
more of our students abroad, and 
hence to broaden their grasp of 
international affairs and their 
appreciation of foreign cultures. 
Field trips to illustrate course 
material are at the professor’s 
fingertips This London program 
joins Dr. Robaina’s summer 
Madrid program as a significant 
enrichment of our curriculum." 

The Cooperative Center has 
developed a strong curriculum in 
many areas for the summer of 
1985. and scheduled them in two 


federal draft under 50 U.S.C. 
App. Section 453 shall be eligible 
^to enroll in any state post¬ 
secondary school until such person 
has registered for such draft." 

This means that every student, 
male and female alike, isjequired 
to supply information about their 
draft standing at the .time of 
registration, or be dropped from 
enrollment. 

"The Office of Admissions and 
Records is simply complying with 
stale law." stated Acting Dean of 
Admissions and Records Martha 
Scott. “We are using the form that 


courses 


terms (June 3-July 4. and July 4- 
Aug. 8). The subjects offered, in 
addition to the courses given by 
Dr. Hutson and Dr. Brown, cover 
the areas of literature, 
communications, sociology, 
education, nursing, social work, 
economics, political science, home 
Bionomics, management and 
marketing, music and theatre. 
Professors from the other eight 
universtnliln the consortium will 
offer these courses, but our 
students, whether graduate or 
undergraduate, may enroll in 
them under our own course lilies 
and receive UTM credit. Courses 
may also bo taken on anaudit(non- 
creditl basis. The consortium, in 
addition, offers a “Junior-year in 
Britain" program at the 
University of Bradford. 

Students in the summer 
program live in the residence halls 
of Queen Elizabeth College, a unit 
of the University of London, and 
their classes are also held there. 
They are also given ample 
opportunities to travel in Britain 
and on the continent, over the 
weekends. Brochures are 
available which list the course 
offerings and discuss application 
procedures, cost of airfare and 
accomodations. For further 
information and brochures, phone 
Dr Harry llQtson (901-587-7466) 
or Extended Services.

was drafted by the General 
Council’s Office of the UT system. 
All of the UT campuses use the 
same form." 

Any institution, public or 
private, that fails to comply with 
this law will be denied federal 
funds. This includes grants, loans, 
and scholarships 

During fall quarter registra¬ 
tion. students were required to 
complete a seperate form, in 
addition to their class request 
form, stating that they were in 
compliance with the law. 

A new registration form was 
drawn up by the General Council 
Office of the UT system for winter 
quarter. This new form combines 
the draft compliance question¬ 
naire with the class request form 
to make it easier on the student 
Both can be filled out at once 
without having to use more than 
one form. 

Some students and faculty have 
expressed their dissatisfaction 
with the new law. They feel it is 
unfair to file a Statement of draft 
registration twelve times during 


four years of college study. 

Dr. Richard Chef teen, professor 
of history and political science, has 
offered an alternate way of 
complying with the draft 
registration Taw without havingto 
fill out a new statement every 
quarter. 

He suggests that one form be 
completed at the time of 
admittance and be kept on file for 
the remainder of the time a 
student is enrolled in the 
university. 

He also pointed out that this will 
eliminate confusion for those not 
required to register for the draft. 

"Federal law does not require 
that females and certain other 
groups register with the draft." 
Chesteen stated. “However, if one 
ofrthese persons does not comply 
with the state law at the time of 
registration, then he or she can 
and will be dropped from the 
university." 

Several court cases will 
probably be brought nationally 
against the new law. but so far 
none have been filed.
